Organization Proceeds 


Organization of the IT Armored Corps 
went forward this week as Brig. Gen. 
Adna R. Chaffee, Armored Field Force 
Commander, completed the general out 
line of its plans after conferences with 
General George C. Marshall, Chief of 
Staff, and then proceeded to assume his 
new command and go forward with the 
details. 

A tentative organization for service 
test of the new Armored Division has 
been approved and will be put into effect 
as rapidly as the necessary troops can be 
brought to Ft. Knox, Ky., and Ft. Ben- 
ning, Ga., where the First and Second 
Armored Divisions will be stationed. 

After lengthy conferences in which all 
schools of thought were discussed, it was 
decided to give the new Divisions a ratio 
of two-and-a-half light tanks to one 
medium tank. There had been some who 
felt that the medium tank should have 
predominated, but the experience in Eu- 
rope has been in favor of a higher ratio 
of light tanks, despite the greater pub 
licity given to larger vehicles. As a mat 
ter of fact, the German Armored Divi 
sions maintain a ratio of about four light 
tanks to each medium tank, while their 
“light” tank is even smaller than ours, 
weighing six and eight tons as against 
our 10 to 12 ton light tanks. 

As tentatively decided upon, our Arm 
ored Divisions will have 272 light tanks, 
110 medium tanks, and 


201 scout cars. 
These “tanks” will include the vehicles 


formerly designated as “Combat Cars,” a 
term which is now abolished. 

The organization, with some changes 
in terminology, will be quite similar to 
that of the former Mechanized Brigade. 
There will be a Division Headquarters 
with a headquarters troop or company, a 
Signal troop or company, and an Observa 
tion Aviation Squadron. The Reconnais- 
sance Echelon will be composed of two 
reconnaissance companies similar to the 
reconnaissance troops of the Mechanized 
Cavalry regiment, a rifle troop, and a 
light tank company similar to the Com 
bat Car Troop of the Mechanized Cavalry. 

There will be a Tank Brigade com 
posed of two light tank regiments, a 
medium tank regiment of two battalions, 
an Artillery regiment, and an Engineer 
Battalion. The light tank regiments will 
be similar to the Ist and 183th Cavalry. 
The artillery regiment will be virtually 
the present 68th Field Artillery with 24 
75-mm. howitzers 

Constituting the Support Echelon will 
be a motorized rifle regiment and an artil 
lery battalion. The rifle regiment will 
consist of two rifle battalions and an anti 
tank company. The artillery battalion 
will have 12 105-mm. howitzers and eight 
75-mm. anti-tank guns. 

In addition there will be one ordnance 
maintenance company, one Quartermas 


ter battalion, a motorized Medical bat 
talion, and a number of chaplains. 
The tank brigades are to be com 


manded by brigadier generals, but as yet 
none have been designated. However, 
some additional personnel were assigned 
to the units this week. Lt. Col. Madison

Ships and Planes for Navy 

The President late this week received 
for his signature the bill providing for a 
70 per cent expansion of the combatant 
strength of the Navy, with accompanying 
auxiliary tonnage and armor and ord- 
nance facilities, 

The Senate Naval Committee, in re- 
porting the measure, declared that “to be 
second best is not only an invitation to 
war but an invitation to disaster.” The 
committee cited the predicament of the 
British and French and stated that an 
expenditure of $10,000,000,000 at the 
proper time probably would have saved 
both empires. In concluding its justifica- 
tion of the measure to the Senate, the 
committee stated, “the lesson is plain 
halfway measures will not suffice and we 
must now build up our Navy (including 
our Naval Air Force) and make it im- 
pregnable.” 

The committee recommended the ut- 
most expediting, under extreme emer- 
gency conditions. It was stated that the 
70 per cent increase, plus all building 
now on the ways and authorized, will

Regular Commissions for Naval 
And Marine Corps Reserve Pilots 

The Senate late this week passed and 
sent to conference with Tlouse conferees 
the bill, HR 10080, which provides au 
thority for the commissioning of Naval 
and Marine Corps Reserve aviators into 
the line of the Navy and Marine Corps. 
Observers predict that there will be little 
difficulty in reaching agreement in con 
ference, inasmuch as the amendments 
the Senate made to the House bill are 
minor. 

In anticipation of early enaction of the 
bill, the Navy Department this week is- 
sued the following ALNAV: 

“Navy Department expects early pas 
sage of bill (HR 10080) authorizing 
commissions in line of Regular Navy for 
Naval Reserve aviators under conditions 
to be prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Navy. No action will be taken on pending 
requests of aviation officers for release 
from active duty unless resubmitted. 
Under present conditions it is not the in 
tention to retain Naval Reserve aviators 
on active duty beyond the contractual 
four years without their consent. Esti 
mated number to be commissioned in 
regular Navy for fiseal year 1941 if bill 
becomes law is 370. Upon enactment ser 


vice will be informed promptly of all 
details.” 
The bill, as in conferences and as it 


will most likely be enacted into law, con 
tains the following features: Authoriza 
tion for the commissioning of reserve 
aviators into line, with consequent au 
thorized increase in line officer personnel 
to the extent made necessary. Provides 
that officers so commissioned shall enter 
the regular service without change of 
rank. Lodges with the Secretary of the 
Navy the authority to set up the stand 
ards for such commissioning. Provides 
that eligibles must be under 26 years of 
age and have graduated as flying cadets 
and thereafter been employed for a per 
iod of not less than 18 months. However,

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Plan to Call Out Nat. 
Gd. to Train Draftees 


The War and Navy Departments yes- 
terday urged Congress to enact selective 
service legislation at once. General 
George C, Marshall, Chief of staff of the 
Army, and Rear Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, 
chief of the Bureau of navigation, were 
the chief witnesses before the Senate 
Military Committee. 

General Marshall urged that the Na- 
tional Guard be called into Federal Ser- 
vice upon passage of the Selective Ser- 
vice Act and that the initial group of 
trainees be inducted into existing units 
of the Regular Army and the National 
Guard bringing all such units up to full 
war strength. General Marshall said that 
there are two aspects of selective service, 
one, the immediate situation of the next 
six months or year, the other, the question 
of selective service as a permanent insti- 
tution. He characterized the latter phase 
as one of public policy and said he would 
devote himself to the immediate issue of 
the problem confronting the United States 
now. 

The Chief of Staff suid he does not be- 
lieve it is possible to meet the situation 
with voluntary enlistments and added 
that selective service is the most demo- 
cratic and just method. He declared 
that unless the National Guard is mobdil- 
ized and used in conjunction with the 
Regular Army for training the only al- 
ternative is to emasculate the regular 
army and the National Guard to provide 
instructors. In this connection he stated: 
“We would not dare in view of the pres- 
ent situation to emasculate our units to 
provide such training.” 

Pay 

With reference to the $.00 per month 
pay provision in the Burke-Wadsworth 
bill he told the committee that this should 
be raised to $21 a month in order to evade 
any morale issues that might arise be- 
tween trainees and Regulars operating 
side by side in the sume units. 

Training Period 

General Marshall said that the training 
period of eight months as provided in the 
bill fur too short and should be in- 
creused to at least 15 months running 
from July of one year to September of the 
following year. He said that while the 
Army has a present strength of 249,000 
men that it should be 325,000 immedi- 
ately. le added that 40,000 men are 
needed for the Air Corps and said that 
the ground troop requirement is the most 
pressing at this time. Commending Con- 
gress for its willingness to provide funds 
he suid that it must be remembered that 
men must be provided to implement those 
funds, 

“I think an act such as this does two 
things. In the first place it establishes a 
very democratic basis which produces a 
degree of solidarity as to the Army, their 
direct interest in it, which is a great ad- 
vantage to the Army from the point of 
view of morale. It would also permit us 
in time of peace to maintain a sufficient 
Army to secure our position without so 
much dubious thought and conjecture as 
there is at present and without such co- 
lossal expenditures,”

Nearly every newspaper in the United States is commenting these days on the 
question of compulsory military training, especially since introduction of the Burke 
Bill. Eastern papers seem, on the whole, to favor such training; Western papers to 
oppose ; but dissenters from the sectional viewpoint are numerous. On the whole, senti- 
ment seems fairly evenly drawn on the question of such training, but many papers who 
favor compulsory training in principle assail Senator Burke’s measure as too sweep- 


ing. Typical comments follow. 


Stating that if the issue of compulsory military training “is made an important 
campaign issue,” the Dallas, Texas, News reminds, “it can at least be decided by the 
people, decided it is hoped, with complete understanding of the risks run by any country 
comparatively unprepared today for defense .. . 

“If, however, the Republicans or any other party of the opposition do elect to 
oppose compulsory training, there should be a clear statement of the alternative offered 


to guarantee national defense.” 


The Los Angeles, Calif., T’imes disagrees. “If our national safety,” it says, “demon- 
strably requires the adoption of universal military training, as the President—after 
considerable encouragement from the Eastern press—cautiously indicates to be his 
belief, America will accept it as it will accept any other sacrifice that can be shown 


to be essential to our successful defense . . 


“It is not, however, something to be rushed into under the emotional pressure of 
the current emergency ... At best—or worst—its tangible results in the way of con- 
tributions to our defense could not be had short of two or three years, and by that time 


it might not be needed.”

Gen. Moseley Writes Sen. Clark 
Maj. Gen, George Van Horn Moseley, 

USA-Ret., former Deputy Chief of Staff 

of the Army, has written the following 

letter to Senator Bennett Champ Clark as 

follows: 

My dear Senator: 

A letter brings me a clipping from the New 
York Times, dated May 25, 1940, wherein you 
are quoted as saying: 

“I do know that General Moseley has 
put himself in the attitude of cooperation 
with fascism in this country, and it seems 
to me that when we are talking about 
enemy aliens within our gates we should 
not overlook such cases as that of Gen- 
eral Moseley, who, in my opinion, should 
have been tried by general court martial, 
to which a retired officer may still be sub- 
jected, when the disclosures about him 
were made before the Dies Committee.” 

I have confirmed this by reference to the 
Congressional Record, dated May 24th. 

If, in stating what you did, your purpose 
was to bring to your support those un-Ameri- 
can and subversive elements which I have 
attacked openly by name, then your course 
was a very wise one, At this critical period, 
I serve as a very useful purpose in that re- 
spect, particularly so as at the present time 
I can make no reply. 

Since our country became seriously involved 
in the International situation, I have been 
very careful to refrain from making any ad- 
dresses, formal or informal. I am a profes- 
sional soldier, and when my country goes to 
war, I go, regardless of my opinions of those 
policies which may have led us into war. In 
this connection, it may interest you to know 
that during February, last, I made both per- 
sonal and official application for active duty, 
in the event of war. As I am in fine shape

physically, I stated my honest preference for 
front line duty, together with my offer to give 
up my present rank if so employed. 

But if in making your quoted statement in 
the Senate you were sincere—and I assume 
you were—then may I say in reply that you 
have either been misinformed or that you 
have entirely the wrong impression of me and 
- forty odd years of highly honorable ser- 
vice, 

The records of the Dies Committee will 
show you that when I attempted to combat 
communism in this country I was offered 
leadership in a large number of organiza- 
tions. From the outset I declined all such 
offers, and I have not allowed my name to be 
used in any way in connection with any or- 
ganization whatsoever. In combatting com- 
munism I immediately acquired many very 
powerful enemies. This point was well made 
by a Member of the Dies Committee, who 
wrote me: 

“The members of the Special Committee 
have learned through experience that 
when you attempt to expose un-American 
and subversive activities you incur bitter 
and unscrupulous enemies. Enemies of the 
Government are also enemies of those who 
defend it.” 

I had no means of investigating these many 
organizations, and as time went on I dis- 
covered that some were truly and loyally 
patriotic; some were un-American and sub 
versive; while others were rackets, pure anti 
simple. On several occasions, I brought to 
the attention of the Chief of Staff important 
information which I discovered in the course 
of my investigations and which I felt should 
be made known to the military authorities. 

On two occasions I received from the so- 
called Bund an invitation to address them at 
the Madison Square Garden, New York City. 
I declined both invitations, and those are the 
only communications I have ever received 
from the Bund. Before the investigations 
showed the un-American and subversive char- 
acter of the Bund, I was led to believe that 
it had only one mission, and that was to 
exterminate communism in America. 

Present history shows that the best way for 
a communist to attack anyone who is expos 
ing them is to call that individual a Fascist 
or a Nazi. This was brought out in the find- 
ings of the Massachusetts Investigating Com- 
mittee on un-American activities, when that 
Committee stated in its findings: 

“The constant misuse of the term, 
Fascism, as synonymous with anti-com- 
munism is significant of communistic 
misrepresentation and deceit.” 

When I appeared before the Dies Commit- 
tee, I plead, at the opening, for the privilege 
of making a statement, which I had prepared 
in reply to the items which had appeared in 
the public press. That request was denied 
me. It always has seemed to me that I had 





the right to be heard and that the American 
people had the right to hear my answer in 
the public press, where I had been attacked. 
A member of the Investigating Committee, 
who was absent from the hearing, stated: 

“T am positive that many people mis- 
understand your true American spirit and 
I am also_positive that your record of the 
past, bot as a soldier and a citizen, will 
bear out the fact that you have the high- 
est respect for this Government of ours 
and for its everlasting peace.” 

You speak of my being tried by general 
court martial—for what, Senator—‘“in that he 
did attempt to bring the truth and the whole 
truth to the American people.” 

I have plead repeatedly for the right kind 
of preparedness which demanded that we 
clean up our man power, which is in worse 
shape than it was twenty-five years ago, when 
you made your fine record in the World War. 
Repeatedly, dating back to 1912, I have 
worked for some form of universal training. 
We should bear in mind that the present day 
tragedy of England dates from that period 
when, in the Gay 90's, the English people 
would not accept Lord Roberts’ appeal for 
universal military training. England’s man 
power and fighting ability have deteriorated 
year after year since that time. We are con 
fronted with the same problem, and with time 
we will arrive at the same pathetic stage of 
disintegration, for, as figures show, our man 
power is weaker today than it was twenty 
five years ago. 

Yes, and many months ago I pointed out 
the unwisdom of calling names and singing a 
hymn of hate simultaneously across both the 
Atlantic and Pacific, unless we had already 
decided to build a two-sea fleet. The wisdom 
of that statement seems quite apparent to- 
day. 

If you have read this letter thus far, may 
I close by quoting from a letter I wrote re 
cently to a Member of Congress: 

“The oath I have taken repeatedly as a 
Federal Officer means everything to me, 
as well as the motto of my Alma Mater, 
West Point—DUTY, HONOR, COUNTRY. 

I believe I am living up to that creed one 

hundred per cent. 

Of course, if smearing my name will 
help the cause of our REPUBLIC, I can 
take it. If that is the situation, then I 
ean truthfully say that I am sorry that 
I have only one good name to be smeared 
in the interest of my country.” 

As my freedom of speech is gone for the 
time, at least, this is the only way in which 
I can answer you, Senator, and I hope you 
will be fair enough to publish this letter in 
the Congressional Record, so that my remarks 
may reach the same audience that heard your 
voice, and also those who may read your 
words in the printed record,

Secretary of Navy’s 
Message 


Secretary of the Navy Knox yes- 
terday issued the following state- 
ment: 

“Our Defenses on the high seas were 
never more crucially important than 
right now. In a world that is in a state 
of chaos, more than ever the nation's 
first line of defense is and must be the 
Fleet—both the surface Fleet and its 
vitally important air arm, 

“Congress has given generously of 
the means and wherewith to build the 
greatest fleet in the world. That is our 
task, and it is a task in which every 
man in the Navy will have a part. 


“To the men who make up the com- 
missioned and enlisted personnel of the 
Navy, I want to express my gratifica- 
tion over the opportunity to serve with 
them, and hope they will all regard me 
as one who comes to help in every way 
possible in the achievement of the im- 
mensely important mission with which 
the Navy of the United States is now 
confronted.” 











“With such thoughts in mind, do you 
feel that large numbers of untrained 
men, partially equipped, with little or no 
organization, can successfully cope with 
the modern professional Armies abroad 
in the world today? 

“Aside from the question of obligation 
of national service, adequate trained de- 
fense forces to met the demands of mod- 
ern war cannot be created by the hap- 
hazard methods we have followed in the 
past. Experience has demonstrated again 
and again that large numbers of skilled 
soldiers cannot be produced under such 
a system. 

“If we are to secure with minimum de 
lay adequate man power to build our na- 
tional defense to its essential require- 
ment, then our main consideration should 
be directed toward securing man power 
for military training. Any vocational ac- 
tivity, or any social adventuré, no matter 
how well pursued, no matter how success- 
fully accepted, will probably produce 
large numbers of desirable recruits for 
military service. But it must be remem- 
bered that these young men, in a military 
sense, will still be recruits ; they will still 
be untrained and uninformed in military 
requirements, and without such knowl- 
edge, the advantages gained in other fields 
will be of little immediate military value. 

“The machinery of war has introduced 
new requirements which armed forces 
must master if they are to be successful 
in combat. Good intentions and brave 
words are desirable, but on the field of 
battle quiet determination to fight it out, 
backed up by adequate knowledge in the 
use of modern weapons, is essential for 
Success, 





Navy to Take Over Cape May 

The United States Navy is preparing 
to resume possession of the air station at 
Cape May, N. J., which has been used as 
an air base by the United States Coast 
Guard for the past several years. 

The Coast Guard is moving its equip- 
ment from the base, transporting the 
greater part of it to the new Coast Guard 
Air Station at Elizabeth City, N. C. 

The Cape May base is in good condi 
tion, having recently been renovated by 
the WPA. Situated there is a lighter- 
than-air hangar capable of handling a 
dirigible of the size of the Los Angeles. 
This hangar was built to accommodate 
the dirigible ZR-2. 

Facilities are available for the handling 
of a sizeable complement of patrol planes, 


together with barracks, quarters and 
mess facilities. 
The taking-over of the base by the 


Navy will be predicated on how quickly 
the Coast Guard can remove its facilities 
to the North Carolina base.

U. S. Defense First 


Declaring that he will continue, as a 
private citizen, his plea for preparedness 
for the United States, former Secretary 
of War Harry H. Woodring in a nation- 
wide radio broadcast on Tuesday, 9 July, 
expressed a hope that his resignation 
from the Cabinet has “sobered some of 
those provocative and meddling advisers 
of the Administration who would strip 
our own defenses.” 

Mr. Woodring’s address was delivered 
at a dinner given in his honor by the 
Topeka Chamber of Commerce and was 
broadcast over the facilities of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company. 

He asserted that if the United States 
is neutral and holds a friendly attitude 
to all Nations, backed up by strong de- 
fenses, peace can be maintained. 

“If the reaction from my leaving the 
War Department as a known non-inter- 
ventionist has caused modification of 
some policies and sobered some of those 
provocative and meddling advisers of the 
Administration who would strip our own 
defenses, then I regret that I had only 
one set of guts to sacrifice on the altar of 
publie service,” he said. 

“T am a strong advocate of keeping 
this country out of recurring European 
wars,” he declared. “I hold it is not nec 
essary for America to provoke antagon- 
isms with any peoples because their na- 
tion chooses one form of government over 
another. 

“We naturally believe in and are sym- 
pathetic to the democracies of the world. 
But as they wage war, our aid should not 
be determined upon the issue of whether 
it be a defensive war to maintain their 
war-won empires; or an offensive one to 
maintain a European balance of power; 
or even if moral or social problems of Eu- 
ropean peoples be involved; our aid 
should be generous and upon a strict basis 
of cash and carry—-wheat, pork, arms and 
airplanes alike—but aid only to the point 
that the sale does not jeopardize the de- 
fenses of our own country. 

“There need be no first line of defense 
beyond our own possessions if we refrain 
from provoking belligerency with any of 
the warring nations of this world. 

“What is our quarrel with any power in 
the Orient, the Far or Near East, Europe 
or Asia? We have all we can do to mind 
our own business, and prepare like hell to 
insulate this hemisphere from war. 

“A neutral America, with a friendly at- 
titude to all nations, backed up by a pow- 
erfully prepared army and navy, is an 
America that has anticipated the path of 
wisdom and the path of peace.” 

The former secretary voiced his ap- 
proval of Mr. Roosevelt’s moves to accel- 
erate national defense preparations, cit- 
ing the program as a “proof that our de- 
mocracy works.” 

“In the hour of great need for accom- 
plishment,” he said, “the wisdom of Pres 
ident Roosevelt in calling to Washington 
the Knudsens, Stettiniuses and other suc 
cessful men of industry will be proven. 

“As an advocate of peace, I have con 
sistently in the past eight years in Wash 
ington been an advocate of preparedness. 
You will recall that in January, 1934, 
many who now offer criticism for failure 
to prepare are the same ones who wanted 
to hang my hide on the fence because I 
wrote an article for a national magazine 
suggesting that boys in CCC camps re- 
ceive elementary military training. 

“If my suggestions had been followed, 
we would have today over one and one- 
half million military-trained young men 
as reservists.” 





Purchase of Automobiles 

James J. MecEntee, Director of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, reported on 
10 July that the CCC purchased 4,068 
pieces of automotive equipment during 
the last two months of the 1940 fiscal 
year. 

The largest purchases were 3,690trucks, 
of which 1,799 were stake trucks, 1,171 
pickup, 661 dump, 32 express body, 15 
heavy duty cab trucks, eight panel trucks 
and four station wagons. The Corps also 
purchased 66 passenger cars, 118 tractors, 
80 trail builders and 114 miscellaneous 
pieces of heavy construction equipment. 

The CCC operates about 43,000 pieces 
of automotive equipment.

Pearson, AGD, who had been at the 
Army War College, was assigned to the 
I Armored Corps, where he already has 
taken over his duties as Corps Adjutant. 
Maj. George A. Hadd, (Inf.), AGD, and 
Maj. Francis A. Macon, jr., AGD, both of 
whom had been at Governors’ Island, 
were assigned to the First Armored Di- 
vision, Ft. Knox, and the Second Armored 
Division, Ft. Benning, respectively, 
where they will be Division Adjutants. 
Lt. Col. Roderick R. Allen, Cav., now on 
the War Department General Staff, G-3, 
has been assigned to General Chaffee’s 
headquarters, as has Maj. Alden H: 
Waitt, CWS, who had been on the staff 
and faculty of the Air Corps Tactical 
School and was under orders to come to 
the office of the Chief of the Chemical 
Warfare Service. Capt. Adna C. Hamil- 
ton, Inf., now with the 9th Infantry, Ft. 
Sam Houston, Tex., will be relieved there 
about 20 July and will report to General 
Chaffee for duty with the I Armored 
Corps. 

It is understood that none of the 
Armored Force units will be freed from 
duties with the Corps for participation in 
any of the Four Army exercises this Sum- 
mer. It is considered that while such 
training would be highly desirable for the 
other participants the loss to the Armored 
Divisions in their effort to get organized 
and trained as rapidly as possible would 
be too great. 

Organization of a new Armored Corps 
as a separate branch of the service dis- 
tinct from the Infantry or Cavalry will 
most likely come, but for the time being 
officers in the Armored Force will retain 
their individual identities as Infantry and 
Cavalry officers. Creation of a separate 
arm of the service for Armored troopers 
most likely will depend largely on the re- 
sults of the service tests of the organiza- 
tions and upon whatever recommenda- 
tions will be made by General Chaffee 
who is being given virtually a free hand 
in developing the Armored Force. 

Creation of a new arm of the service 
probably will require special legislation, 
although there are some who believe 
paragraph (b) of Section 2, of the bill to 
expedite the building up of the Army 
(HR 9850) could be stretched to take 
care of the situation. This paragraph 
provides that “The President may, dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1941, assign officers 
and enlisted men to the various branches 
of the Army in such numbers as he con- 
siders necessary, irrespective of the limi- 
tations on the strength of any particular 
branch of the Army set forth in the Na- 
tional Defense Act.” 

At any rate, it is generally believed at 
the War Department that when and if a 
new arm is created for the Armored per- 
sonnel transfers to it will be on a purely 
voluntary basis.

Defense Expansion Program 


A subcommittee of the House Military 
Affairs Committee, headed by Repre- 
sentative J. Joseph Smith, of Conn., has 
submitted a report to the full committee 
outlining recommendations arrived at 
following a tour of inspection of north 
Atlantic seacoast defenses. Dealing with 
virtually every phase of the problem, the 
recommendations of the subcommittee 
are as follows; 

Coast Artillery 

“1, Immediate additions to the personnel 
sufficient to provide a full complement of en- 
listed men and officers to man the existing 
harbor defenses, and anti-aircraft batteries, 
both for protection of the gun batteries and 
vital harbor installations, less the National 
Guard personnel assigned for wartime duty. 

“2. Immediate rehabilitation of servicable 
guns, regardless of calibre or character and 
construction of such protection as is possible 
for all batteries and other installations 
against bombs or bomb splinters. It seems 
to us that the mechanism for elevating and 


-traversing the guns are particularly vulnera 


ble to bomb splinters. 
Air Corps 

“3. Improvement of existing and construc 
tion of new air fields for use of larger air 
forces, We believe that these fields should be 
sod throughout, with buildings of the type 
of ordinary farm buildings. The field at New 
London, Conn., is a good example of an in- 
conspicuous landing field. More airplanes and 
airplane personnel should be assigned to these 
units to operate with and be trained with 
them. 

“4. Speed up acquisition of mobile anti- 
aircraft material, aircraft, motor-torpedo 
boats for the Navy, mines, fire control equip 
ment and heavy, modern long range seacoast 
batteries. 

Anti-Aircraft 

“5. Procurement of equipment and organi 
zation and training of personnel for fixing 
anti-aircraft batteries of large calibre around 
cities containing vital installations. This 
personnel can come from additional National 
Guard or state militia units, but the equip 
ment should be constructed at once by the 
Federal government. 

Mechanized Divisions 

“6. Organization and equipment as rapidly 
as possible, of additional mechanized divi 
sions of the Regular Army. At least one 
corps, consisting of two armored divisions 
with medium and mobile artillery, should be 
maintained at all times in the New England 
area, in addition to the present National 
Guard forces, which are only partly trained 
and partly immobilized and immobile, is New 
England's only present protection. 

“7. The training in mine planting of former 
Army mine planters, now in the service of the 
Coast Guard in this area for use in servicing 
the lighthouses. 

Camouflage 

“8, An immediate study of the matter of 
camouflage with the idea of adapting the 
same to whatever may be the natural sur 
roundings and a constant system of Inspec 
tion of same from the air, both by observa 
tion and photography. 

Naval and Air Bases 

‘9, The acquisition and fortification of 
bases for our fleet and air bases in Nova 
Scotia and Bermuda. 

“10, A program of progressive replacement 
of obsolescent guns and equipment to begin 
as soon as possible, , 

“The committee toured only the eastern At 
lantic coast, but recommended that the coast 
defense measures outlined above be adopted 
to all sections of the coast.”

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New Defense Funds 

President Roosevelt, in his third extra- 
ordinary defense message to the Con- 
gress this week requested appropriations 
and contract authorizations in the amount 
of $4,848,171,957 for the national defense. 
The amount is broken down into $2,161,- 
441,957 to be spent before 1 July 1941, 
and $2,686,730,000 in contract authoriza- 
tions to assure industry that the pro- 
gram will be a continuing one. 

As the message was read in the House 
and Senate, it was greeted with approval, 
and members of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, from whence the legis- 


lation must originate, stated that the 
committee will begin considerations of 


the President’s budget estimates when 
Congress reconvenes following the Dem- 
ocratic National Convention, on 22 July 
1940. 

Broadly outlined, the President’s new 
program seeks to achieve the following 
objectives: 

1. To carry forward the Naval Expan- 
sion program designed to build up the 
Navy to meet any possible combination of 
hostile naval forces, 

2. To complete the total equipment of a 
land force of approximately 1,200,000 
men, although this total would not be in 
the Army in time of peace. 

3. To procure reserve stocks of tanks, 
guns, artillery, ammunition, ete., for an- 
other 800,000 men or a total of 2,000,000 
men if a mobilization of such force should 
become necessary. 

4. To provide for manufacturing facili- 
ties, publie and private, necessary to pro- 
duce critical items of equipment required 
for a land force of 2,000,000 men, and to 
produce the ordnance items required for 
the aircraft program of the Army and 
Navy—guns, bombs, armor, bombsights 
and ammunition. 

5. Procurement of 15,000 additional 
planes for the Army and 4,000 for the 
Navy, complete with necessary spare en- 
gines, armaments and the most modern 
equipment. 

Selective Service 

At the conclusion of the above outline, 
the President stated, “The foregoing pro- 
gram deals exclusively with material 
requirements. The Congress is now con- 
sidering the enactment of a system of se- 
lective training for developing the neces- 
sary man power to operate this material 
and man power to fill Army non-com- 
batant needs. In this way we can make 
certain that when this modern material 
becomes available, it will be placed in the 
hands of troops trained, seasoned and 
ready and that replacement material can 
be guaranteed.” 

Foreign Wars 

The statement of the President which 
attracted a great deal of favorable com 
ment among members of Congress who 
have questioned his desire to avoid par 
ticipation in the European War was as 
follows: “That we are opposed to war is 
known not only to every American, but 
to every government in the world. We 
will not use our arms in a war of aggres- 
sion; we will not send our men to take 
part in European wars.” 

Authorization Bill 

On Thursday, 11 July, the day follow- 
ing the President’s message, Representa- 
tive Carl Vinson, of Ga., Chairman of the 
IIouse Naval Affairs Committee, intro- 
duced into the House a bill, carrying 
authorizations for Naval defense con- 
struction at points all over the continental 
United States and its possessions. 

The President, in his message, again 
enunciated the hemisphere defense policy, 
he declared “We will repel aggression 
against the United States or the Western 
Hemisphere.”

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Naval Reservists to Ships 

Carrying out the provisions of the Naval 
Appropriations Act for 1941 which state, 
“That the Secretary of the Navy in filling 
out the allowances of naval vessels above 
85 per cent of complement shall first as- 
sign for limited periods of training such 
Naval Reservists as will voluntarily ac- 
cept active duty not to exceed 5,000,” the 
Bureau of Navigation has issued the fol- 
lowing instructions: 

Such reservists shall be sent to com- 
batant ships which are operating and not 
to ships at navy yards for overhaul. 

The assignment of these men to active 
duty afloat shall be made as follows: 
From Naval Districts 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, and 
Navy Yard, Washington, assigned by 
Commander Atlantic Squadron.’ From 
Districts 11, 12 and 13, assigned by Com- 
mander Base Force. From 9th District 
(those who volunteer for periods of not 
less than 10 months) assigned by Com- 
mander Base Force, and those who vol- 
unteer for periods of less than 10 months, 
assigned by Commander Atlantic Squad- 
ron. 

In view of the administrative difficul- 
ties involved and possible changes in 
movements of ships the Commandants will 
not issue orders to any man who has 
volunteered for a period of less than 
three months. 





Want Navy Aerologists 

In view of the expansion of the aero- 
nautic organization and the need for ad- 
dittonal aerologists created thereby, the 
Bureau of Navigation contemplates order- 
ing three line officers to a modified prac- 
tical course in aerology at the California 
Institute of Technology. The course will 
begin in September, 1940, and will last 
one ncademic year. 

Volunteers for this course are desired 
from among the lieutenant commanders 
of the Naval Academy classes 1921 to 
1925. Requests for this duty should be 
forwarded in time to reach the bureau 
prior to 16 Aug. 1940. 


Adm. Stark: Speed Preparedness 

Stating that civilization as the Western 
world has known it is “in the crucible of 
change,” Admiral Harold R. Stark, Chief 
of Naval Operations, on 9 July told repre- 
sentatives of the aircraft industry that 
“One thing is certain—force is the 
arbiter.” 

The force which counts, Admiral Stark 
continued, is that which is readily avail- 
able, not potential force. “France may 
have been potentially more powerful than 
Germany,” he said. “But the force which 
she could muster to meet the German 
force hurled against her in June was not 
enough. Compare the cost of that addi- 
tional increment of force necessary to 
have successfully defended France, with 
the cost of defeat. 

“The lesson for us is plain: We must 
roll up our sleeves, tighten our belts and 
waste not one moment in the execution 
of our program of preparedness,” 

Admiral Stark’s remarks were broad- 
cast over a radio network and dedicated 
to aeronautical representatives assembled 
at the National Aeronautic Banquet in 
Denver, Colo.

Ships and Planes for Navy 
(Continued from First Page) 
result in appropriations not yet made 
totaling $6,810,000,000. This amount, of 
course, to be spread out over the next 
seven years. In addition, the aircraft 
(including planes, spares, pilot training, 
housing, ete.) will cost approximately 
$2,250,000,000. 

Concerning the plane requirements, the 
committee stated, “Ten thousand air- 
planes is the number required for our 
Navy now built and building. Additional 
airplanes will be required by the vessels 
authorized by the present bill. The num- 
ber of naval airplanes heretofore author- 
ized has been predicated on a relatively 
small allowance of spares to provide for 
overhaul and repair of aircraft at the 
peacetime attrition rate. The present 
rate of spare airplanes is much too low 
for active service, and an upward re- 
vision is essential. Considering these two 
factors the committee are of the opinion 
that an authorization of 15,000 useful 
naval airplanes is justified at this time. 

The general provisions of the 70 per 
cent expansion bill are as follows: 

(1) Increases the authorized composition of 
the United States Navy in under-age com- 
batant vessels by 1,325,000 tons. 

(2) Authorizes an appropriation of $150,- 
000,000 for essential equipment and facilities 
at either private or naval establishments for 
building or equipping any complete naval ves- 
sel or portion thereof heretofore authorized, 
or authorized by this act. 

(3) Authorizes an appropriation of $65,000, - 
000 for essential equipment and facilities for 
the manufacture of ordnance material or 
munitions at either private or naval estab 
lishments. 

(4) Authorizes an appropriation of $35.000,- 
000 for the expansion of facilities for the pro 
duction of armor at either private or naval 
establishments, 

(5) Authorizes the President to acquire and 
convert or to undertake the construction of 

(a) Patrol, escort, and miscellaneous craft 
as may be necessary to supplement the ton 
nages heretofore authorized or authorized by 
this bill. 

(b) One hundred thousand tons of auxiliary 
vessels. 

(6) Provides that no vessel, ship, or boat 
(except ships’ boats) now in the United States 
Navy or being built for the Navy shall be 
disposed of by sale or otherwise except as 
is now provided by law. 

(7) Inereases the number of useful naval 
airplanes from not more than 10,000 to a total 
of 15,000 and provides that this total may be 
exceeded if in the judgement of the President 
this number is not sufficient to meet the needs 
of the national defense, 

It is estimated that the following will 
be the composition of the combatant Navy 
when the total now authorized program

Of the above, 18 battleships will be 
over-age, 2 aircraft carriers, 10 cruisers, 
128 destroyers and 74 submarines, a total 
of 222 vessels. 

On 5 July 1940, the Navy had under 
construction 10 battleships, 5 aircraft 
carriers, 21 cruisers, 61 destroyers and 
40 submarines, 2 total of 137 vessels. The 
auxiliaries under construction were 2 
submarine tenders, 1 destroyer tender, 3 
mine-sweepers, 1 repair ship, 9 seaplane 
tenders and 1 mine layer, a total of 17 
auxiliaries, 

Plane Strength 

The Navy, on 1 June 1940, had 1,786 
useful naval airplanes, and of this num- 
ber, 1,367 were combatant planes. It is 
expected that the Navy will reach its 
authorized plane strength by 1 July 1942.

Commissions for Reserves 
(Continued from First Page) 
classes, of whom 551 are on active duty, 
may have the age limit requirement 
waived in their cases, if they are over 
26. An additional escape clause provides 
authority for the commissioning of Re- 
serve officers who have not had aviation 
eadet training and are over 26 years of 
age. In this latter group are a number 
of instructors and inspectors. Officers in 
this group would become extra numbers. 
It is required that they have at least 
one year’s active training. It is provided 
that “in computing pay of officers ap* 
pointed under the authority of this act, 
credit for longevity shall be given to 
them for all service, including service as 
aviation cadets, with which they have 

heretofore been credited.” 

To care for the promotion phases, it is 
provided that officers inducted into the 
line shall be considered by selection 
board in accordance with their position 
on the promotion list, eliminating the 
service in grade feature. 

The measure provides for Naval and 
Marine Corps reservists who are injured 
while on active duty for periods in ex- 
cess of 30 days, the same benefits that are 
provided for officers of the Regular Ser- 
vice, 

The bill abolishes the old bonus for 
Reserve aviators who are released from 
active duty and substitutes one which 
provides $500.00 per year for each year 
of service. Under this, a Reservist who 
fails to qualify for a regular commission 
ean receive $3,500.00 upon his release 
from his 7 years of extended active duty. 

To help care for the Marine Corps air 
expansion, the bill lifts from 40 per cent 
to 50 per cent the number of privates, 
first class alloted the Marine Corps. 

The bill also provides for the computa- 
tion of the active service pay of Chief 
Warrant officers of the Naval Reserve on 
the same basis as for chief warrant offi- 
cers of the regular Navy. This will per- 
mit credit for prior active commissioned 
service and entitle them to increases in 
pay after 10 to 20 years of creditable 
active service. 

To guard against upsetting the rela- 
tive precedence of Reserve Officers, both 
among themselves and as in relation to 
officers of the Regular Navy, it is pro- 
vided that Reserve Officers shall have 
their dates of precedence perdicted on 
the declaration of national emergency, 
rather than on their dates of actual re- 
eall to active duty. 


The bill also removes limitations and | 


makes it possible to designate “Naval 
Aviators (airship)” on the basis of com- 
pleting a prescribed course of training in 
any type of airship that might be avail- 
able.

Meade Bill 

The House Naval Affairs Committe 
this week reported favorably a bill, HR 
9688, which would grant to any offices 
retired under either section 13 or 15(e) 
of the 1938 basic line selection act the 
pay of a rear admiral of the upper hal 
Only one officer is affected by this legis. 
lation, Brig. Gen. James J. Meade, Usye. 
Ret., who was retired under section 
15(e). 

This bill is the result of the controversy 
caused by the Navy Department’s famons 
“7 day fiscal year” ruling in connectioy 
with the 1938 Act. By reason of the Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy ruling that 
the 7 days elapsing between the enact. 
ment of the 1938 law and the beginning 
of the new fiscal year should be computed 
as a fiscal year for the purposes of the 
forced attrition clauses in the act (cited 
above), General Meade was retired 
Members of both Naval affairs commit. 
tees have criticized this ruling, and the 
bill HR 4929, vetoed by the President, 
would have rectified the injustice alleged 
to have been done General Meade by 
granting him increased pay on the retired 
list. In vetoing that bill, the President 
stated that he would favor separate leg. 
islation for the relief of General Meade 
and as a result the House Naval commit 
tee reported out the bill, HR 9688 this 
week. 








Travel Pay for Reservists 

The Comptroller General of the United 
States ruled this week that enlisted men 
of the Naval Reserve on active duty in 
connection with the existing emergency 
are, like Regular Navy men, entitled to 
the travel allowance prescribed by see. 
tion 126 of the National Defense Ac 
upon discharge at expiration of enlist- 
ment, even though they immediately re 
enlist or extend their enlistments, 

However, they are entitled to travel al 
lowance to the place of muster in for the 
emergency active duty and therefore not 
necessarily to the place of acceptance for 
enlistment in the Naval Reserve.

OUR PRIORITY LIST 

1. Upward revision of pay schedules for commissioned, warrant, and enlisted personnel, 
active and retired. 

2. Revision of the promotion system for the Staff Corps of the Navy in accordance with 
the sentiment expressed by the officers concerned; perfection of the Navy Line ?ersonnel Act; 
authorization for the retirement of colonels of the Army with the rank of brigadier general ; 
clarification of the coast guard promotion system. 

3. Expansion of the Regular Army and the National Guard to a strength of at least 550,000 
men with provision for complete personnel and materiel and training for 100 per cent effi- 
clency; personnel for the Navy and Marine Corps capable of fully manning all vessels of the 
fleet and the Fleet Marine Force. 

4. Additional increases in grades and ratings, with compensation for technical knowledge 
and skill required by modernization. 

5. Active duty training and service school attendance for available officers of the Reserve 
Corps; appropriations for the expansion program of the Naval Reserves. 

6. Revision of pension laws to assure widows of the Regular Services a living income. 

7. Compensation for service personnel whose privately owned automobiles are employed 
on Government business, 





A “DECLARATION AGAINST CONSCRIPTION” has been issued by 240 Pres- 
idents of Universities and Colleges, Writers, Clergymen and Business leaders. What 
is in fact a “Declaration For Conscription” was issued by General Pershing in the 
form of a letter to the Senate Military Committee. The Educators claim that universal 
service would be the opening wedge for totalitarianism. General Pershing asserts it 
would be productive of great benefit to the youth of the nation both as citizens and 
soldiers. The Educators argue that it would disrupt the American way of life. General 
Pershing insists it would promote democracy by bringing into intimate contact, and on 
an equal footing, young men in all walks of life. The Educators question its necessity 
and wisdom us a defense measure. General Pershing says it might well be the deter- 
mining factor in keeping us out of war. The Educators want the continuance of the 
policy of voluntary enlistment, arguing that conscription would have been unneces- 
sary in 1917 if we had been raising an Army for home defense, rather than for Euro- 
pean Service, General Pershing states that if we had adopted compulsory military 
training in 1917, it would not have been necessary for us to send partially trained boys 
into battle against the veteran troops of our adversary, and certainly we would have 
ended the conflict much sooner, with the saving of many thousands of lives and billions 
of treasure, The Educators strangely contend that the military lesson being taught on 
European battlefields is that comparatively small forces of highly trained soldier- 
mechancis, properly equipped, can defeat many times their number of partially trained 
civilian conscripts. General Pershing points out that if universal training had been the 
practice in Great Britain, the results in Europe would have been vastly different. 

Will the American people support the Educators, who, while of undoubted patriot- 
ism, are blind to the peril of their country, and ignorant of the facts of the military 
operations in Europe or Asia, or will they adopt the view of the Soldier Statesman, 
whose democracy had its roots in the farm soil of Missouri, whose whole life has been 
devoted to the upholding of the fundamental principles of the Republic, and whose 
experience in peace and war is responsible for the conviction that American Freedom 
to be protected, demands universal training for youth? There can be but one answer 
to this question. It is that every lad, whether he be of rich or poor family, shall give 
a period of his early manhood to a service that will fit him to respond to his country’s 
call. In that way only can America remain at peace, and, if it become involved in war, 
lessen the suffering and hardship and casualties, which lack of training produce. 


IN 1916, WHEN FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT was Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, he and his Chief, Josephus Daniels, pressed upon Congress the bill subsequently 
enacted which promised the Nation the most powerful Navy upon the Seas. The Dis- 
armament Conference of 1922 brought an end to this ambitious design, and compelled 
the scrapping of valuable elements of the Fleet built and building, both in our own 
yards and England and France, History some day may hold that the results of that 
Conference were among the prime causes of the current War, the capitulation of 
France and the threatened downfall of the British Empire. This week Congress 
adopted a naval expansion program, which will make the United States superior afloat 
to any combination of probable aggressors. Unfortunately we are in no such position 
now. We are strong to be sure, but as the Senate Naval Committee observed, our 
strength may be inadequate to meet successfully possible or probable international 
situations which may occur in the near future. Whether time will be allowed us to 
complete the program is a question only the Almighty knows. Whatever the answer, 
already we seem to be forgetting the experience of the past. The President has pre- 
scribed disarmament as one of the terms of the eventual peace, and pacifists every- 
where are proclaiming this as fundamental. When the end of the war comes, let the 
American people remember that disarmament is weakness, and that their security lies 
in the possession of a Navy so strong that attack upon us would surely spell disaster.

To Call Out Nat. Gd. 

In a statement issued late yester- 
day, President Roosevelt  an- 
nounced that upon enactment of 
legislation authorizing him to order 
National Guard Troops into the 
Federal Service he will immedi- 
ately direct the mobilization of four 
National Guard Divisions and one- 
third of the National Guard’s anti- 
aircraft organizations. 

One of the Divisions will be 
drawn from New York and New 
Jersey, another will be from Ten- 
nessee, North and South Carolina, 
another from New Mexico, Colo- 
rado, Arizona, and Oklahoma, and 
the fourth from Oregon, Washing- 
ton, Montana, and Idaho. 

Designation of the specific units, 
as well as the places of mobiliza- 
tion and training will be left to the 
War Department, the President 
stated.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—Huropean and Asiatic ¢ Yhancelleries, as well as the American Press, 
have been agitated this week over the apparent disparity between Secretary Hull’s 
exposition of the Monroe Doctrine, and the enlargement of its application to the 
entire world, as made by the President’s Secretary, Mr. Early. Mr. Hull utilized the 
flouting of the Doctrine by the German Government to emphasize that it presupposes 
the complete right of independence on the part of the nations of the Western Hemi- 
sphere, and, therefore, is fundamentally at variance with the Japanese design of a 
“New Order in Asia,” which has been expanded to comprehend a sphere of control 
over East Asia and the South Seas. Mr. Early, speaking casually, but obviously 
with the. President’s approval, told the Press at Hyde Park that “the Government 
of the United States wants to see, and thinks there should be, an application of the 
Monroe Doctrine in Europe and Asia similar to its interpretation and application 
in this Hemisphere.” The inference from this statement is that the President visual- 
izes both in Europe and Asia, not absorption or domination of conquered nations, 
but a system of independent states, which, as in this Hemisphere, shall freely con- 
sider and discuss common problems, and act upon them in accordance with their 
common interests. However, it is the explanation of the President’s theory, also 
made by Mr. Early, that has caused the confusion. That indicated the President con- 
templates Pan-American disposition, administration and supervision of territory in 
this Hemisphere belonging to Nations conquered by Germany, Pan-European disposi- 
tion, administration and supervision of territory in the Old World, which is the 
property of conquered countries, and Pan-Asian disposition, administration and 
supervision of French dependencies in the Far Kast. In other words, the President, 
according to Mr. Karly, does not want a single aggressor to decide the fate of colonial 
possessions. 

It will be recalled that at one period of the disarmament negotiations prior to the 
current war, 4 proposal was made by the United States that the object could be 
achieved through regional action. It is likely the President conceived the idea that 
this same principle could be applied hemispherically to colonies belonging to a con- 
quered state, with the Monroe Doctrine as the kind of system to be adopted. Again, 
the President was anxious to impress upon our neighbors, Canada, which is to be- 
come a party to the Pan-American Union, and the Latin-American Republics, the im- 
portance of the Doctrine as a world stabilizer, and to induce them at the Havana 
Conference to open on 20 July, to approve a policy of control of the possessions of 
beaten Holland and France. However, the repercussions to the Karly suggestions in 
Berlin, Rome and Tokyo, were different from what the President anticipated. The 
Governments at those capitals seemed to have regarded it as an approach to their 
schemes of regional dominance. Germany’s No. 1 Ideologist promptly announced 
that Hitier has decided to set up a “Germanic Union” to include the Scandinavian 
States, and all areas from which the Germanic people have emigrated. There was 
talk of Italy dominating all of Southern Europe and the Mediterranean region, Russia 
of the states bordering on the Baltic Sea which she is about to reabsorb, and a part 
of Southern Asia, and Japan of the Far Kast in accordance with the sphere of con- 
trol outlined by her Minister for Foreign Affairs. All this would be brought about 
by “consultation,” not of the states concerned, but of the aggressors, and this it was 
suggested would comply with the President’s formula. In order to dispose of such 
un interpretation, Secretary Karly deemed it necessary subsequently to explain that 
there is a “vast difference between the Monroe Doctrine as viewed by Dictatorial 
Governments, and the true Monroe Doctrine, which is based upon self-defense, and 
cooperation of the countries concerned.” 

Irrespective of what Germany, Italy and Japan may determine to do with the 
outlying territories of Holland, Belgium, France, and possibly Great Britain, there 
can be no doubt of the interest they will manifest in those in this Hemisphere. They 
will not be willing to permit Pan-American “disposition, administration and super- 
vision” of them. They hold they are prizes of war, and, as Germany has indicated, 
will have something to say about their future at the conference table. It is certain 
the Fascist Government set up by Marshal Petain will object to any infringement 
of its sovereignty over French Islands off Canada and in the West Indies, and Guiana, 
and if it enters the war as a partner of the Axis, it will fight for them. This probability 
will enter into the deliberations at Havana. Already, some of the Pan-American Govy- 
ernments are concerned at the possible consequences of the “Safety Belt” adopted upon 
Washington inspiration, which is apt to be tested as a result of British observation 
of French warships at Martinique. The British Government will not permit an at- 
tack on those vessels as it did upon a French squadron at Oran, but if they attempt 
to escape they will be overhauled and captured or sunk. If this should occur, it is 
not believed Pan-America would consent to do more than file a protest in London. 
In such case, it is to be expected that Axis raiders and submarines will engage in war- 
like acts in the waters of this Hemisphere, and thus the “Safety Belt” may prove 
to be an unenforceable declaration hurtful to American prestige.

Marine Corps—Orders were issued this week to 87 newly appointed second lien. 
tenants in the Marine Corps, sending them to the Basic School at Philadelphia, Pa, 
for instruction in the elements of their new Service. Names of the new appointees 
will be found in this week’s Marine Corps orders. 

When the enlisted strength of the Marine Corps reaches its new authorized 
strength total of 34,000, 98 new promotions will have been made to the first pay grade 
and 176 promotions to the second pay grade, exclusive of the vacancies created by 
promotions from second to first grade. The third grade will be expanded by 321 men, 
the fourth grade by 625 men, the fifth grade by 1,272 men and the sixth pay grade 
by 2,432 men. Ordinarily, promotions are made after each thousand men are brought 
into the Marine Corps, but these promotions are not uniform, depending upon the 
number of units activated with each increase, 

The expanded Corps will require approximately the following additional ratings: 
20 additional sergeant majors, 6 master gunnery sergeants, 42 master technical 
sergeants, 26 quartermaster sergeants and 4 paymaster sergeants; 75 first sergeants, 
41 gunnery sergeants and 60 technical sergeants ; 156 platoon sergeants and 165 staff 
sergeants ; 625 sergeants ; 1,272 sergeants and 2,432 privates first class. 

The last figure will be even further increased if pending legislation increasing the 
percentage of privates first class in the Marine Corps from 40 to 50 per cent is 
enacted. The bill which would rais® the present limitation is H.R. 10030 which has 
passed both Houses of Congress and is now in conference. 

Recruiting is progressing satisfactorily in the Marine Corps, it was stated by off: 
cials this week. There were on 10 July a total of 26,963 men in the Corps, compared 
with the 25,109 enlisted men on 1 June.

Capt. George W. Lermond, Inf., USA, 
was burned to death 5 July at the home 
of his father-in-law, Maj. William H. 
Lloyd, MC, USA-Ret., at Mt. Victoria 
near La Plata, Md. Captain Lermond lost 
his life in rescuing his son. Captain Ler 
mond was known in the athletic world as 
a distance runner while at West Point 
and later under the colors of the New 
York Athletic Club.

New Defense Secretaries 

The new Secretaries of War and Navy, 
Secretary Henry L. Stimson and Secre 
tary Frank Knox, were busy at their 
desks late this week, following the con 
firmation of their nominations by the 
United States Senate. 

The day after he took the oath of office, 
Secretary Stimson, on 11 July, paid his 
respects to his former war-time comman 
der-in-chief, General John J. Pershing, 
General of the Armies of the United 
States, at the Carlton Hotel in Washing 
ton. The General recalled the fact that 
Colonel Stimson had been his superior 
officer as Secretary of War. He also re 
ferred to a visit the Secretary of War 
had made as a lieutenant colonel of Field 
Artillery to General Pershing in France, 
for the purpose of requesting that he be 
permitted to continue on duty with the 
artillery regiment of the 77th Division in 
which he was then serving. Incidentally, 
Colonel Stimson, who is an ardent advo 
cate of the immediate passage of the Se 
lective Service and Training Bill, com 
manded one of the first battalions organ 
ized on a compulsory selective service 
basis, and which probably had a more 
variegated personnel from the national 
standpoint than units in any other por 
tions of the country. It was also one of 
the first units so organized to fire a shot 
in action. The splendid democratic spirit 
of camaraderie and mutual obligation of 
service among his own soldiers evidently 
made an indelible impression on the 
Secretary’s mind. 

Secretary Knox took the oath of office 
on 11 July, and as one of his first acts 
held a meeting with all of the Bureau 
Chiefs of the Navy in order that he might 
acquaint himself with them and they 
with him. 

Stating that he proposes to be a “trav 
eling secretary,” Mr, Frank Knox, new 
Navy Secretary announced yesterday that 
he will make a tour of inspection as soon 
as possible. “When T talk about a proj 
ect,” he declared, “T want to know as 
much as T can about ft.” A plane will be 
placed at his disposal, he said, and he 
expects to fly a great deal, 

Debate on the nomination of Secretary 
Stimson extended for nearly two days on 
the floor of the Senate, featured by at 
tacks by the “isolationist” group. Sena 
tor Rush Holt, Lame-duck Senator from 
West Virginia was most vociferous in his 
objection to confirmation of the appoint 
ment, while Senators Morris Sheppard, 
Chairman of the Senate Military Com 
mittee and Senator Lister Hill, of Ala., 
championed the President’s action. See 
retary Stimson was confirmed by a vote 
of 56 to 28. 

The following day, the nomination of 
Secretary Knox was confirmed by a vote 
of 66 to 14. The most ardent speech back- | 
ing Secretary Knox was made by Senator 
Scott Lucas, (D), of TIL, who has fre- | 
quently been editorially criticized by the | 





Chicago Daily News, the paper published 
by the Secretary. 

Opposition to the Knox nomination was 
not as heated as was the opposition to 
Secretary Stimson, the feeling of isola- 
tionist Senators seeming to be that Secre- 
tary Stimson tends more toward inter- 
ventionist policies than does Secretary 
Knox. ;

Census Figures

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Financial Digest 

Of special interest to business, as to 
the -vountry, will be the President’s noti- 
fication to the Democratic National Con- 
vention next week, regarding his attitude 
toward a Third Verm. The President 
took the Postmaster General into his con- 
fidence on this matter last Saturday, but 
has kept his secret from all others, If 
he should decide to attempt to win an- 
other election, Business would look for- 
ward to the continuance of the social and 
economic reforms for which he is re- 
sponsible. If he should refuse to run, it 
would feel that substantial modifications 
of the Wagner National Labor Relations 
Act and other laws burdensome to it, 
would be in prospect. 

But the impingement of the war in 
Europe upon our economy is bringing 
about a changed attitude in Administra 
tion circles toward New Deal measures, 
For instance, at a White House Confer- 
ence held on Thursday a decision was 
reached to substitute the excess profits 
bill soon to be introduced, for the excess 
profits provision of existing law, and to 
incorporate in a provision for amortiza- 
tion over a five year period of additional 
facilities, including both plant and equip- 
ment, certified as immediately necessary 
for national defense purpose. This, as 
the explanatory statement issued from 
the White House observed, will not only 
simplify the multiple tax provisions of 
prospective contractors, but greatly clari- 
fy their future tax liabilities, In addition, 
it is proposed to substitute for the present 
allowable 8 per cent profit on aircraft and 
ship contracts, a blanket profit tax cov- 
ering all industries, and freeing the War 
and Navy Departments from Treasury 
approval of contracts. The ‘Treasury 
looked upon the 8 per cent limitation as 
un excess profits tax, since it permitted 
government recapture of all profits be- 
yond 8 per cent, and the contractors were 
not even assured of this percentage be 
cause they were forced to pay an income 
tax out of it. It is understood that Mr. 
Knudsen, of the National Defense Ad- 
visory Council, was largely responsible 
for the decision to grant these helps to 
business. He is now participating in 4 
study of the methods to pursue with re 
spect to depreciation, It is understood 
that the need of dealing fairly in the 
matter of depreciation allowances and 
excess profits taxes was forcibly brought 
home to the Administration by the case 
of the Packard Motor Car Company, 
which found it necessary to reject a con- 
tract to manufacture 9,000 Rolls-Royce 
engines, 6,000 of which were to go to the 
British Government. As a result of the 
proposed changes in the law, the Packard 
Company may accept the contract. There 
is a prospect also that the Department of 
Justice will be more lenient in the matter 
of the enforcement of the Sherman Act. 
A labor strike in the District of Columbia 
is receiving national attention because 
of the possibility that it may serve as a 
precedent to effect settlement of such 
incidents. Mr. Hillman, of the National 
Defense Advisory Council, has_ inter- 
vened to produce an agreement, and also 
to facilitate it, a grand jury investiga- 
tion has been instituted. 

This proposed leniency in anti-trust 
prosecutions will not extend to non-Na- 
tional Defense firms as shown by the civil 
suit instituted against the Pullman Com- 
pany, and bankers like J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan and prominent business men, who are 
ussociated with that company. 

it is the belief of the Administration 
that the huge expenditures for National 
Defense which have been authorized and 
asked for, will serve as powerful pump 
priming for industry. The latest request 
of the President, $2,161,441,957 in cash 
and $2,686,730,000 in authorizations, will 
bring the total amount the present Con 
gress has devoted to National Defense, 
to $9,930,382,037. Significantly the Presi- 
dent said in his message for the addi- 
tional 4.8 billions that “so great a sum 
means sacrifice.” That forecasts that the 
proposed tax bill, besides dealing with 
excess profits, likely will hike income 
tax brackets beyond those fixed in the 
revenue law passed a few weeks ago.

Gen. Tyner Heads Home Guard 

Brig. Gen. George P. Tyner, USA-Ret., 
formerly assistant Chief of Staff, G-4, has 
been detailed by Maj. Gen. William Has- 
kell, head of the New York National 
Guard, to organize and head the Home 
Guard for the State of New York, it was 
learned this week. 

The New York State Home Guard will 
be composed of workers, business and pro- 
fessional men in various cities and towns. 
They will receive military training in 
their spare time near their homes. They 
will be purely a state force and will have 
no federal status. 

The Home Guard would not be mobil- 
ized unless the National Guard units are 
called away for Federal Service. 

It is planned to staff the new organiza- 
tion with retired officers of the Army. 
General Tyner’s office will be at 80 Centre 
Street, New York City. 





Allowances for Reg. & Reserves 

Effective 1 July 1940, Section IT, Cireu- 
lar No, 30; War Department, 1939 has 
been rescinded and the following substi- 
tuted therefor : 

Pursuant to the provisions of paragraphs 
lib, AR 35-4820, and 6b(3), AR 35-3420, the 
following per diem allowances for officers of 
the Regular Army, and Reserve officers 
ordered to active duty for periods in excess 
of fifteen days, on duty in connection with 
encampments of the Organized Reserves, are 
prescribed for the fiscal year 1941: 

While traveling to and from camps, not to 
exceed $6.00 per day. 

While on duty at camps, $2.00 per day. 


Drills for CCC 


James J. Mclntee, director of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, stated this 
week that the training programs of the 
CCC will be intensified and every facility 
utilized in the advancement of the Na- 
tional Defense program. Mr. MeEntee 
told the education advisers, in Washing- 
ton for a conference, that he could not re- 
veal the full details at this time but that 
the corns will adopt a “broadening train- 
ing and educational program which will 
train young men in skills useful in in- 
dustry as well as in national emergency.” 

Also the CCC has adopted a system of 
exercises virtually the same as the mili- 
tary calisthenics used in the Army except 
thot rifles are not employed. It is possible 
that this may be expanded to include 
regular Military drills.
